sport. Last season football showed I 
a $300 loss at Palatine while bas- j 
ketball netted a profit of over $50.

They will come to the win­ 
dow* and scold us for not helping 
them out of their trouble, and they

The meadow lark, song sparrows,

Schools Get No Support 
While Enrollments Go 
Up and Incomes Down 


Springfield, 111., August 31—High 
school enrollment has increased as 
much in the past eight years as in 
the first 98 years o f our statehood. 
The load has become so heavy that 
many school boards, faced with 
dwindling incomes, are doubtful of 
their ability t c f provide an educa­ 
tion to all the children. 
The increase in high school en­ 
rollment has been 40 per cent dur­ 
ing the eight-year period from 
1927 to 1935. In Cook county the 
enrollment was 121,583 in 1927. In 
1935 the enrollment was 175,316, 
making an increase of 44 per cent. 
In 1936 the enrollment will un­ 
doubtedly still be larger. 
With this increase and with the 
assessed valuation taking a 37 per 
cent drop during the last eight 
years, cutting in half the assessed 
valuation back of each pupil in 
high school, the high school edu­ 
cation of thousands 
of boys and 
girls in Illinois is endangered. 
Illinois is definitely behind other 
leading states*in State support of 
high schools: The State aid to high 
schools in California is $90 per pu­ 
pil, in Delaware $81, in Ohio.$67, in 
Washington $56, and Illinois noth­ 
ing.

A survey of the tax system s of 
the forty-eight States reveals th at 
eight taxc’S provide the great bulk 
of state tax revenue. These taxes 
are: General Property Tax, P er­ 
sonal Income Tax, Corporation In­ 
come Tax, Cigarette and Tobacco 
Tax, Gasoline Tax, Motor License 
Tax, Liquor Tax, Sales, Occupa­ 
tion or Gross Income Tax. 
How many of these taxes apply 
to Illinois residents? 
How heavy

with 
those 
in

States? 
4 Taxes Absent in Illinois 
In the first place, the State of Il­ 
linois does not impose four of these 
taxes at all. 
There is no State General Prop­ 
erty Tax in Illinois. This tax is lev­ 
ied by no less than 33 states, and 
was used in Illinois until enactm ent 
of the Retailers’ Occupation Tax in 
1933. 
No personal income tax is im­ 
posed by the State of Illinois. This 
tax is levied by 30 States. Before 
the Illinois R etailers’ Occupation 
Tax was enacted the General As­ 
sembly passed an 
income tax act, 
but it was held unconstitutional by 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 
To 
date the voters of Illinois have not 
perm itted any change in the Rev­ 
enue A rticle of the State Constitu­ 
tion. 
Illinois imposes no corporation 
income tax, a tax th at is levied by 
30 States. In these States, a cor­ 
poration with a $10,000 taxable in­ 
come pays from $170 
to $800 a 
year on account of State corpora­ 
tion income tax. 
Illinois imposes no cigarette or 
tobacco taxes. Twenty States lay 
a burden on these commodities, 
w ith taxes ranging from I to 5 j 
cents on each package of c ig a r-( 
ettes. 
Illinois Compared W ith Others 
In the second 
place, analysis 
shows th at with few exceptions 
those taxes th at are imposed in Il­ 
linois are lower in rate 
than in 
other States. 
The Illinois Motor Fuel 
(gaso­ 
line) tax is 3c per gallon. Only two 
States impose a lower tax on gaso­ 
line. In 36 States the tax is higher, 
ranging from 4c to 7c per gallon. 
Some 
even 
allow’ 
counties 
and 
cities to levy additional gasoline 
taxes, bringing the total State and 
local burden to 9c or more per gal­ 
lon. 
The Motor License Tax on a new 
popular-priced automobile in Illi­ 
nois is $10.50. 
This tax was re ­ 
duced from $12 at the 1935 session 
of the General Assembly. 
In 20 
States a higher fee is required. 
The Illinois tax on a pint of 
spirits is 6^4c. Only three States 
in the whole United States perm it 
the licensed sale of liquor at a low’- 
er rate. 
Illinois imposes a 3 per cent Re­ 
tailers’ Occupation 
lax. Twenty - 
one other States also impose oc­ 
cupation or sales taxes at varying . 
rates. 
In all except one of these 
States the rates of from three to; 
six other taxes exceed those in Illi­ 
nois. 'T’-** o r° exception is Michi-j 
gan, which also has a 3 per cJnt 
retail Sales Tax. and whose other,! 
Lax rates equal those of Illinois. 
j
